The snoient family of Pympe, originally of Saxon 
origin, aerived its name from the pre Domesday manor of 


De Pymg in sast Farleigh ona Nettlested, Kent. the 
family woulda appear to have been located at Pympe’s 
Court smi at All Saints in the nunared of Hoo, near 
Rochester from on varly period after the Conquest. It 
woe wiiliam ue Pympe, one of the family, who ouilt cir- 


e8 1870 the mension of Nettlested Place, an interesting 
portion of which (supposed to be the Banqueting Hall) 
now remains, ss well as a portion of the original gite- 
house, or entry into the inner Court or quatrangle and 
likewise c most interesting manorial varn, che Ancient 
timber of which is still in good preservation. 

The manor and mansion of Nettlested passed abou’ the 
year 1490 by the marringe of Ann Pympe (as heir to her 
feather) to Sir John Scott of Scot's Hall,
